Hospitals . 

Smallpox  and  Other  Infectious  Diseases.  - There  is  no  Infectious  Diseases 
Hospital  in  tFe"  district^  'Under  the  Local  Government  Act,  1929,  Section 
63  the  Council  have  entered  into  a joint  agreement  between  the  Urban 
District  Councils  of  Formby  and  Either land  on  the  one  part  and  the  Borough 
of  Bootle  on  the  other  part.  This  agreement  provides  for  the  reservation 
of  sixteen  beds  for  infectious  diseases  other  than  smallpox  at  the  Isolation 
Hospital,  Lina ere  Lane , Bootle.  In  the  case  of  smallpox  tho  agreement 
provides  for  the  reservation  of  one  bod-  for  each  ten  thousand  of  tho 
population  with  a minimum  of  five  beds  at  the  Liverpool  Corporation  Small- 
pox Hospital,  Sparrow  Hall,  Fazackerley.  In  both  cases  additional  beds 
are  to  be  provided  subject  to  the  necessary  accommodation  being  available. 

Details  of  charges  under  the  agreement  with  Bootle  Corporation  for 
all  Notifiable  Diseases  other  than  smallpox  and  for  smallpox,  arc  as 
follows : - 

Retaining  Foe  (Smallpox)  £2  per  thousand  of  the  population  with  a minimum 
of  £10.  Fee  paid  for  the  year  1943,  £16.0.0. 

Maintenance  in  Hospital  ( Smallpox)  £4.4.0.  per  week  plus  cost  of  conveyance 
at  the  rate  of  2/Sd  per  mile  calculated  'according  to  the  distance 
travelled  after  the  ambulance  leaves  the  Liverpool  Corporation  Depot  until 

its  return  thereto. 

Retaining  Fee  (Other  Infectious  Diseases)  £90  per  annum  based  upon  the 
capital  cost  of  Bootle  Hospital  loss  the  capital  cost  of  the  Tuberculosis 

soction. 

Maintenance  in  Hospital  is  £2.2.0.  per  week,  plus  cost  of  conveyance  as 

given  below. 

Removal  of  patients  any  week  day  except  Saturday,  between  the  hours  of  . 

7 a.m.,  a and  3 p.m.  and  on  Saturday , between  the  hours  of  7 a.m. , and 
11  a.m,  - £1,5,0,  per  journey. 

Removal  of  patients  at  any  time  other  than  stated  above  - £1.17,5.  per 

journey. 

Tuberculosis  - Administered  by  the  County  Council.  Tuberculosis

Maternity  - There  is  no  Maternity  Hospital  in  the  district,  Tbut  the 
laverpool  Hospitals  are  available,

The  ambulance  services  for  all  purposes,  infectious  and  non- 
inf  ectious  cases,  also  accidents,  are  very  satisfactory.

After  the  outbreak  of  ViTar  the  above  provisions  had  in  some 


instances 


to  bo  changed. 

For  a short  period  all  notifiable  infectious  eases  were  removed  to 
the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital,  Ormskirk.  Later  arrangements  were  made 
by  the  Bootle  Corporation  with  whom  tho  Council  were  under  contract  for 
cases  to  be  received  into  the  Liverpool  Hospitals.  Maintenance  charges 
23.5.0,  per  week  plus  cost  of  removal  at  the  rate  of  2/6d  per  mile  were 
charged . 


Due  to  tho  curtailment  of  hospital  accommodation  no  diphtheria 
suspects  were  removed  to  hospital,  only  those  cases  where  swabs  had 
proved  Positive . 

Scarlet  Fever  cases  were  irf  possible,  nursed  in  tho  home.  These 
arrangements  did  not  apply  to  evacuees.  Evacuees  were,  in  every  instance, 
removed  to  hospital. 

To  deal  with  minor  infectious  cases  among  evacuees,  a house  known  as 
Cairnic  House,  Victoria  Road,  Fornby,  was  taken  over  and  equipped  for 
this  _ purpose.
